Enters Not Guilty Plea. 

In view of the killer’s disinclina- 
tion to enter a formal plea, the jus- 
lice of the peace recorded the result of 
the arraignment asa plea of not guilty 
and Hotelling will be held for trial. 
Arraignment in the automobile was 
made necessary by the mobs which had 
threatened Hotelling’s life in Genesee 
county when he was lodged in jail at 
Flint last night.

Washington, January 17.—(>)-—- 
Fascism and communism were pictur- 
ed as offering the United States “the 
moving force of a great ideal” by 
James G. MeDonald, chairman of the 
foreign policy association, in discuss- 
ing tonight before the conference on 
the cause and cure of war the 
relationship of empires and dictator- 
ships to the organization of world 
peace. 

“The movement for universal peace,” 
he said, “offers to Americans just sueh 
an ideal. Fascism and communism 
have much in common. Both are dic- 
tatorships contemptuous of democrat- 
ic principles. But as regards their 
position in foreign affairs, they dif- 
fer.

Dr. Anna Garlin Spencer,. of New 
York, a minister and educator, ques- 
tioned the moral right of one civiliza- 
tion “to impose its peculiarities on an- 
other.” and emphatically denied that 
the United States “can contribute its 
share of the debt that western civil- 
ization owes the rest of the world by 
any form of compulsory and violent 
overlordship of any group, of any na- 
tionality, of any race, in any pare 
of the world.”
